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Proxmire says Congress 
conned on space shuttle 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — Sen. William Proxmire says the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration conned Congress into buying the new 
space shuttle — an aircraft in which he says the Pentagon has little confidence. 
Proxmire said continued Defense Department doubts over the capabilities 
and cost of the space shuttle showed that NASA “ conned Congress’’ into buying 
it. 
The space shuttle, about the size of a DC9 jetliner but estimated to cost $5.2 
billion, was unveiled Friday at Palmdale, Calif., before 2,000 guests — in­ 
cluding the cast of the tv program Star Trek, two senators and two congres­ 
smen. 
Proxmire said in a statement here today that the Pentagon s “ skepticism” 
over the future of the shuttle was revealed by its decision to go ahead with its 
own defense satellite communications system instead of using the shuttle. 


“ DOD has little confidence in a cost effective operational shuttle,” he said. 
The Wisconsin Democrat said NASA officials told a Senate appropriations 
subcommittee in February that the Defense Department would buy two shut­ 
tles in the future. More recently, however, he said Pentagon officials had said 
they “ never had any intention of picking up the $1 billion tab for two shuttle or- 
biters.” 
Proxmire said further that a recent report by the General Accounting Office 
indicated expendable launch vehicles — rather than the shuttle — would be 
“ the cost effective way for DOD to go in the foreseeable future. 
The shuttle is designed to hurtle into space like a rocket but come back and 
land like an airplane. 
The first one. rolled out of the Rockwell International assembly plant at 
Palmdale without engines, is scheduled to make its first flight in 1979.

A 27-year-old Lompoc student was 
listed in satisfactory condition in the 
hospital today with gunshot wounds suf­ 
fered in an alleged fight with three men 
who were in custody today. 
Joseph Harry S. Truman Purcella, of 
525 North Y St., was shot twice and fell 
in his front yard. He was partially uncon­ 
scious when police arrived shortly before 
3 p.m. Friday, but he managed to tell 
detectives the names of his assailants. 
“ It hurts, man. it hurts.” Purcella was 
quoted as saying as he finally collapsed. 
The shooting touched off a citywide 
search that culminated three hours later 
in the capture of two of the suspects. 
Jailed Friday were John Louis Campos, 
22. and Jesse Campos, 23, both of 114 
South K St. The two are brothers. Both 
were booked on suspicion of attempted 
murder. Bail was set at $25.000 each A 
third suspect, a 17-year-old was arrested 
Sunday in Eugene, Ore., after a trip by 
bus from Lompoc. Police say John 
Campos is an apprentice sign painter; no 
occupation was listed for his brother Jes­ 
se. 


Police say they seized a .22 caliber 
handgun, believed to be the weapon used 
in the shooting of Purcella, and a rifle 
that also figured in the incident. 


The shooting of Purcella touched off 
the most massive manhunt in recent 
history. Police arrived at the 525 North Y 
St. address to find Purcella on his knees 
in the front yard. The man managed to 
gasp out the names of the Campos 
brothers before he collapsed from loss of 
blood. An ambulance took the man to 
Lompoc Hospital and a short time later 
to Goleta Valley Hospital for further 
treatment. 


The area around the Purcella s house 
was roped off to preserve any possible 
evidence. Police swarmed over the area 
seeking witnesses Meanwhile other of­ 
ficers were investigating a report that 
two men were seen running along the 


1800 block of College Avenue, one 
of 
them with a weapon of some sort. 
Almost simultaneously, there was a 
report of gunfire in a vacant lot. north of 
Ocean Avenue and east of K Street That 
incident was never connected with the 
shooting of Purcella. 
A short time later, police cordoned off 
an entire city block, bounded by J and K 
Streets and by Ocean and Cypress 
avenues. 
A house to house search was con­ 
ducted, but no trace of the two suspects 
was found. Police said later a car 
believed driven by the suspects was 
traced to the home address of the two — 
114 South K St About an hour later police 
surrounded a house at 121 Nouth L St., a 
block from the original stakeout, 
and arrested the two Campos brothers at 
gunpoint. Police prepared the way by 
evacuating about 15 nearby neighbors to 
the large white house at 121 South L and 
then used a public address horn to order 
the two suspects from the house. Of­ 
ficers said the suspects emerged from 
the house with their hands held over 
their heads 
They were taken into 
custody without further incident, ac­ 
cording to the officers. 
Police had no explanation for the 
shooting that erupted on the quiet 
residential street, except to say it must 
have been a grudge fight. It was obvious 
that the Campos brothers were known in 
the community because some of. the 
youngsters who swarmed over the area 
after the shooting were using the 
suspects’ names in telling about the 
shooting. One of the witnesses was a 
teacher at Clarence Ruth School that 
borders the east side of Y Street within 
sight of the Purcella home The teacher 
ran to the school’s office and told a 
secretary to call the police to report a 
shooting. 
Another witness heard what she 
described as loud shouting and cursing 
near the Purcella home. She picked up 
the telephone to call police and heard 
shots ring out

Kissinger sees 
progress for 
majority rule 


LUSAKA, Zambia (U P I) — Secretary 
of State Henry A Kissinger said today he 
believes “ considerable progress” has 
been made toward black majority rule in 
Rhodesia as a result of his meetings in 
Pretoria with the prime ministers of 
white-ruled Rhodesia and South Africa. 
Kissinger made the statement as he 
arrived in Lusaka shortly after noon to 
brief Zambian President Kenneth 
Kaunda on his weekend talks with Prime 
Ministers John Vorster of South Africa 
and Ian Smith of Rhodesia. 
“ I brought to South Africa the con­ 
siderations that had been developed 
together with the presidents of black 
Africa.” Kissinger said. “ I believe that 
considerable progress has been made 
towards these objectives and I will now 
present these conclusions to President 
Kaunda to see what further steps need to 
be taken. ” 
Newsmen aboard »he Kissinger plane 
were told his 7l* hours of talks with 
Smith had produced “ major progress 
and that on the basis of those talks 
“ significant progress toward full 
negotiations on m ajo rity rule in 
Rhodesia is now possible.” 
In South Africa Vorster said today Kis­ 
singer's Rhodesian proposals “ can lead 
to a solution of the Rhodesia problem.” 
He said “ good faith” was needed from 
the Rhodesians 
Vorster. who had acted as an in­ 
term ediary in the negotiations on 
Rhodesia, also said progress had been 
made on both issues Kissinger came to 
South Africa to discuss during the 
w eekend — South W est A fric a 
(Namibia> and the 11-year racial dispute 
in Rhodesia. 
In London, a Fo reig n o ffice 
spokesman said the British government 
is ready to play host to a Rhodesian 
constitutional conference, if Kissinger’s 
peace mission lays the groundwork for 
one. 
U.S. officials said Prime Minister 
Smith agreed with Kissinger to present 
the Anglo-American plan for majority 
black rule in Rhodesia to his cabinet and 
party. The officials said they expect 
Smith to get that approval, but said one 
price for the acceptance probably would 
be Smith’s removal from office 
American officials aboard the Kis­ 
singer plane were reluctant to reveal any 
details of the package, which they said 
has been essentially accepted by Smith 
But they confirmed these elements: 
— There will be a constitutional con­ 
ference, involving Britain and black and 
white Rhodesians, possibly within a 
period of two months. 
— The basic principle of the future 
state of Zimbabwe ( the African name for 
Rhodesia> will be one man, one vote. No 
definition of majority rule which would 
exclude some black groups has ever been 
considered. 
— The time frame is within the two- 
year limit set out in the original British 
plan which Smith at one stage in past 
years appeared to accept and then later 
rejected. 
Kissinger said he would discuss the 
talks with black African leaders, par­ 
ticularly Kaunda of Zambia and Presi­ 
dent Julius Nyerere of Tanzania whom 
he also visited en route to South Africa 


Sidewalk construction 
recommended for U street 


Lompoc City Council will receive two 
recommendations concerning pupil 
safety on Tuesday night — one that 
would initiate sidewalk construction on 
U Street between Hickory and Ocean 
avenues and another that suggests no 
further crossing protection measures be 
provided at Ocean and V at this time. 
In a report updating the safety situa­ 
tions in the area affected most seriously 
by the closing of Miguelito School this 
year. Public Works Director Barry J. 
Gustafson says that in his estimation, 
the operation of the crossing at Ocean 
and V is becoming smoother as students 
and drivers become more accustomed to 
the change 
Gustafson said that CalTrans has 
recommended against installation of a 
four-way stop, traffic signals or flashing 
lights at the intersection 
“ They do not believe that any of those 
measures would improve safety at the 
intersection.” Gustafson said, adding 
that the agency does concur with the 
city's providing of a crossing guard 
there 
“ Herb Filipponi, CalTrans District 
Traffic Engineer and I viewed the in­ 
tersection while the crossing guard was 
in attendance 
Mr 
Filipponi recom­ 
mended minor changes ... including the 
suggestion that students cross only at the 
west and south crosswalks because traf­ 
fic volumes are lighter than at the other 
crosswalks." said Gustafson 
Gustafson's report to the council 
follows a meeting with Mary Walsh and 
David Wulftange. two of the citizens who 
voiced their concerns over pupil safety 
at the council’s last meeting 
“ There is a definite need for a 
sidewalk along U Street,” Gustafson 
says 
“ Unfortunately. Mr. Towbes 
(Michael Towbes. the developer of a 
proposed apartment project) does not 


know when he will begin ... or if it will be 
built at all. 
“ I have strong misgivings about con­ 
structing and maintaining for an in- 
difinite time any temporary (gravel or 
asphalt) walkway along U Street,” says 
Gustafson. 
Gustafson recommends to the council 
that proceedings begin under Chapter 27 
of the 1911 Act to install the approx­ 
imately 980 feet of sidewalk at an es­ 
timated cost of $6.750 


If the council goes along with the 
recommendation, and if all the sub­ 
sequent actions go without a hitch, the 
earliest the construction could be com­ 
pleted would be December 31, Gustafson 
said. 


“ If. at any time up to November 16. 
Mr. Towbes does begin his project, the 
city could terminate the 1911 Act 
sidewalk project. It is my belief that in­ 
stallation of a sidewalk on the east side 
would have been recommended if the 
Towbes project had not been on the 
drawing board,” says Gustafson's 
report. 


Other items on the council’s agenda 
Tuesday night at 7 30 in the chambers at 
city hail. 119 W Walnut Ave , include; 
— Recommendation to authorize $162 
for sidewalk work on the south side of 
Ocean Avenue between U and V Streets, 
with the remaining cost to be paid by 
property owner 
— Word that Pacific Gas and Electric 
Co has increased the fuel cost adjust­ 
ment again, with the effect being about a 
40-cent increase on the average residen­ 
tial electrical bill. 
— A resolution establishing a bus 
loading zone on College Avenue between 
L and M streets and a no-parking zone 
between M and N streets at the request 
of Lompoc High School officials

DETROIT (U P I) - Top United Auto 
Workers and Ford Motor Co. officials 
said there was a better understanding of 
the issues that led to the strike by 170.000 
workers as talks aimed at reaching a 
contract settlement resumed today. 


Main table bargaining sessions, the 
first since last Tuesday, were to start in 
the afternoon after both sides reviewed 
their negotiating strategy TTiey follow 
four days of "probing” sessions between 
top level Ford and UAW officials 


“ We now have a better understanding 
of where we are apart," UAW Vice 
President Ken Bannon said Sunday. “ I 
think this (meeting) will bring us closer 
together." 


The high level meetings were designed 
to pave the way for a quick start of inten­ 
sive bargaining that could hold the 
largest industrial dispute in the nation in 
six years to less than three weeks, 
observers said 


Should the bargainers not return to 
long sessions almost immediatately, it 
might signal a lengthy strike A walkout 
against Ford in 1967 lasted 66 days 


Sidney McKenna. Ford’s labor vice 
president and chief negotiator, agreed 
that the private meeetings were worth­ 
while 


Social Democrats 
ousted in Sweden 


STOCKHOLM. Sweden (U P I) - A 
non-Socialist coalition won an upset vic­ 
tory in Sweden's parliamentary elections 
Sunday, ousting the Social Democrats 
from power for the first time in 44 years 
and launching the country on a new 
political era. 
Prim e Minister Olof Palm e, the 
longest-ruling prime minister in western 
Europe at the time of his ouster, said to­ 
day he will announce his resignation 
"very soon.” 
Palme, interviewed in a special live 
national television news broadcast, was 
asked when he would announce his for­ 
mal resignation 
“ Very soon.” he said “ The govern­ 
ment must first come together to ex­ 
amine the outcome of the elections.” 


“ We believe the discussions we’ve had 
with the union have been beneficial and 
have clarified a number of issues that 
should help make the meetings this week 
more productive ” 
The key issue still on the table is the 
one that triggered the walkout at 11:59 
p m last Tuesday — the union's demand 
for more paid time off 
“ You can be sure the work-time issue 
was one of the main topics they were 
talking about,” said one union source 
“ With just the top people there, 
sometimes a lot more can be ac­ 
complished then when the full bargaining 
committees are around ” 
The union’s national negotiating com­ 
mittee, sent home by UAW President 
Leonard Woodcock several hours before 
the strike began, has returned to Ford’s 
World Headquarters in surburhan Dear­ 
born 
Other unresolved issues include union 
demands for a wage increase, financial 
relief for retirees, improved cost-of- 
living benefits and greater financing of 
the special fund that gives laid off 
workers up to 95 per cent of their regular 
take home pay 
One optimistic note was that Wood­ 
cock and UAW Vice President Ken Ban­ 
non spent Saturday and Sunday at Ford's 
World Headquarters It was believed the 
two met informally with Sidney McKen­ 
na. Ford’s labor vice president, though 


no details on the meeting were released. 
But a letter sent by Woodcock and Ban­ 
non to the presidents of 56 striking UAW 
locals dampened thoughts of a quick set­ 
tlement They charged Ford forced the 
nationwide strike when it refused to 
budge on the work-time issue because it 
wants to keep making “ super high 
profits ” The public airing of the issue 
was seen as a strong sign the UAW and 
Ford are far apart on the key union de­ 
mand 
When the strike began, the UAW had 
been demanding at least one paid day off 
a month — a demand the union said 
would force Ford to increase its work 
force by about 5 per cent. The union 
rejected Ford’s offer of two and a half to 
five extra days off each year tied to 
workers’ absenteeism record. 
The strike already has begun having an 
effect on workers outside of Ford’s U.S. 
plants 
Some 1.600 Ford of Canada workers, 
covered by a separate contract, were 
idled today and officials say dwindling 
parts supplies probably will force the 
remainder of the 14.000 Canadian Ford 
workers out of work by the end of the 
week 
In Peoria, 111., 165 Caterpillar workers, 
who make diesel engines for Ford 
trucks, were laid off and company 
spokesman warned of even more forced 
layoffs. 
Utility firm to discuss

Utility Services Co., says he will sit 
down with City of Lompoc officials 
Wednesday to explore bringing Mission 
Hills into the regional sewer plant that is 
under construction on Central Avenue.

Action by the company comes on the 
heels of trouble with the Water Quality 


Control Board that led to a misdemeanor 
conviction for failure to provide 
technical data to the state Disposition of 
that case is still pending Smitherman 
said his company is moving rapidly to 
meet the requirements of the state 
before the court imposed deadline has 
passed. 
Entry into the regional program, once 
approved by the company but abandon­

Major Lompoc developer 
returns after 15 years

The man who developed 
University Park. Loop’s and 
Missile City Rock Company has 
returned to Lompoc after a 15- 
yea r absence. 
University Park is now a 
choice neighborhood and Loop's 
is thriving as Lions Inn. Missile 
City Rock Company closed 
operation long ago after its 
Miguelito Canyon quarry ran 
out of rock, resulting in a 
business loss of $3 million. 
Howard D. Martin owns over 
a million dollars in property, in­ 
cluding a couple of lots still in 
University Park, and an in­ 
dustrial real estate firm called 
Howard D. Martin, Inc. in San 
Marino. So he appears ahead of 
the game. 
On August 1, Martin retired 
as chairman of the Los Angeles 
County Regional Planning Com­ 
mission. He has moved to Lom­ 
poc where he plans to remain 
and possibly "look 
for 
a 
vacuum to fill" in the area with 
his son William Martin, owner 
of Martin Realty. 
This actually marks his se­ 
cond retirement. He retired in 
1958 — at the age of 48 — from 
Continental Can Corp. He was 
the product sales manager in 
their Flexible Division for five 
years. 
Martin started off in the high 
position because that was part 
of the deal when Continental 
bought Shellmar Products Com­ 
pany of Mt. Vernon, Ohio. 
"They were new in that kind 
of business, so I went with them 
to help in sales and produc­ 
tion," he explained. 
Shellm ar P roducts was 
owned by Martin, his brother 
Bert and their uncle K.L. 
Shellabarger. They sold it for 
$12 million in 1954. 
His uncle and brother started 
the business in the 1920s. It was 
the first company to print on 
cellophane, using a rotogravure 
process. They sold francises of 
the printing method all over the 
world. 
The company also made the 
first cellophane cookie bags for 
Nabisco and developed packag­ 
ing that made Wrigley chewing 
gum moisture proof and kept 
tobacco fresh for days longer. 
But Shellm ar Products, 
which did a $50 million business 
a year, was one of two com­ 
panies they owned They also 
owned the Self-Locking Egg 
Carton Company. It manufac-

tured 70 per cent of the egg 
cartons in the U.S. and abroad. 
Self-Locking was merged 
with Diamond Match Company 
in 1956, making Bert a majority 
stock holder in Diamond. 
Bert went to California to live 
and Howard stayed on with 
Continental until 1958. He 
retired when he felt the cor­ 
poration could function without 
him and followed his brother 
out to the West Coast, to San 
Marino. 
One day he was contacted by 
a geologist who advised him 
there was a large rock deposit 
in Lompoc that would make a 
wise investment. He hired 
another geologist for a second 
opinion and he returned with a 
glowing report. 
Martin and his brother built a 
plant with the most modern 
equipment in Miguelito Canyon 
in the late '50s, but the heavy 
concentration of rock thinned 
out unexpectedly and became 
too uneconomical to mine. 
While they lost there, they 
made a smart return on a motel 
and restaurant they built in 1960 
on Central Avenue and H Street 
and sold to Archie Luper. 
It was built, said Martin, 
because "Bert and I came up 
and had a helluva time to find a 
place to stay. Vandenberg was 
just starting up and we figured 
others were having the same 
problem.” 
Later, in 1962, he decided to 
build University Park on a 
hillside and minus alleyways. 
"I liked the town and thought 
it needed some housing other 
than tract housing. That is what 
they were building at the time. 


I felt there was a need for 
custom housing,” he said. 
University Park was com­ 
plicated and costly to build. The 
city thought houses should be 
built on flat ground and have 
alleys running behind them. But 
Martin won approval of his 
plans and built the first curved 
streets in town. 
Since the development was on 
a hillside, he felt it would be a 
shame to clutter the view with 
telephone posts He paid, for 
each of the 90 lots, $1,200 over 
the normal utility installation 
cost to have the lines put un­ 
derground 
It also cost him $25,000 to 
have a high voltage hi-line 
moved around the develop­ 
ment. 
Totally the price to prepare 
the area for housing was half a 
million dollars. Still, com­ 
mented Martin, University 
Park was 
quite small as a 
business venture. 
All along he continued to live 
in San Marino and as he did he 
founded a variety of firms in 
the construction and invest­ 
ment fields in Southern Califor­ 
nia . He later consolidated them 
under the title of his name. 
Even then, however, he found 
time to work with troubled 
children. 
As president and director of 
the Martin-Shaw Foundation he 
founded an institution to 
provide counseling and basic 
education to delinquent boys in 
Compton. 
In 1972, he was appointed to 
fill the unexpired term of a 
commissioner on the County 
Regional Planning Commis­ 
sion He served two years as 
vice president of the commis­ 
sion prior to his election as 
chairman in 1975. 
They renamed him chairman 
this year as a move to keep him 
on the commission, but it failed 
to work. He wanted to leave 
L A because of the bad air and 
he did — for Lompoc. 
“I always wanted to come 
back here.” he remarked.

Brown, who said his conflict 
with Carter during the primar­ 
ies was “ overplayed,” was 
asked if he would turn down a 
cabinet position if Carter were 
elected. 
"Yes,” he said in a Sac­ 
ramento Union interview pub­ 
lished Sunday. “ I don’t think 
he’s offering it and I ’m certain­ 
ly not seeking it.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - A 
typical middle-income family 
of four may get little from the 
com plicated new tax bill 
awaiting President Ford’s sig­ 
nature. unless both parents 
work and must pay for the care 
of children or disabled relati­ 
ves 
The family does, of course, 
get assurance its two-year-old 
tax cuts will not expire A fami­ 
ly making $15,000 a year would 
have paid an extra $180 a year 
in taxes if the cuts had not been 
extended 
But that family could get an 
$800 windfall if it has' heavy 
child care expenses 
Parents, who must pay child 
care — or care for a disabled 
relative — in order to work, 
may subtract 20 per cent of 
those expenses directly from 
tax bills, up to a maximum tax 
saving of $400 for one child or 
$800 for two or more 
This may be taken even if 
deductions are not itemized, 
and regardless of income level 
This and the retirement income 
credit are the largest new in­ 


dividual tax breaks in the bill 
The 15 per cent retirement in­ 
come credit may be taken on a 
greater amount of income — 
$2.500 for a single person and 
$3.750 for a couple — and a 
greater amount of income may 
be earned before the credit 
phases out. 
The credit may be taken on 
all income, not just pensions 
and other retirement income. 
The exemption from capital 
gains tax for those over 65 sell­ 
ing a home is increased from 
$20.000 of the selling price to 
$35,000 
Here is a rundown on how the 
bill would affect other broad 
categories of Americans 
Everyone — There will be no 
general income tax increase 
next year All current cuts are 
extended at least through 1977 
for both individuals and busi­ 
ness 
The wealthy — If you have 
been using tax shelters or 
preference income to avoid tax. 
you'll have to look harder The 
minimum tax on preference in­ 
come was increased by $1 


billion, a four-fold increased 
bite that represents the largest 
single tax increase in the bill 
Landowners — Significant 
reductions are made in estate 
and gift taxes in 1978 and later 
years, and widows and widow­ 
ers are exempted from a larger 
portion of the estate tax. 
However, a sleeper in the bill 
would eventually increase taxes 
on inherited property. 
Women — In addition to the 
child care tax breaks, and the 
new exemptions from the es­ 
tate tax for surviving spouses, 
housewives are encouraged to 
share in their husband’s in­ 
dividual retirement accounts.

$1.500 a year set aside tax-free 
until retirement, if an em­ 
ploye’s company does not have 
a pension plan This would be 
increased to $1,750 if the wife 
also joined, and she would be 
guaranteed half, even if the 
couple later divorced.

United Press International 
Jim m y Carter is using a 
whistle-stop campaign train 
trip to push his “ soak the rich” 
tax policies some of his oppo­ 
nents claim will also mean 
soaking the poor. 
President Ford spent a quiet 
Sunday afternoon filming a 
television commercial with a 
group of farmers at a Maryland 
farm some 50 miles from the 
White House. 
Aides on both sides claimed 
their candidates are not in 
training for the debates, which 
begin Thursday night. 
Despite the low profile Ford 
maintained Saturday and Sun­ 
day, aides denied he was 
spending time preparing for the 
confrontation. They said it isn’t 
necessary for him, and that 
Ford is doing even less than he 
would to get ready for a regular 
White House news conference. 
Carter is leaving his cam­ 
paign train tonight to return to 
Plains, Ga., but his aides said 
Tuesday and Wednesday are 
earmarked for relaxation rath­ 
er than intensive study. 
Despite heavy rain in Kansas 
City, Mo., Sunday, large and 
enthusiastic crowds greeted 
Carter there and in St. Louis as 
he continued to c a ll for 
programs to raise taxes of the 
“ rich, big corporations and 
special interest groups.” 
But Carter still did not give 
details of his tax program 
Republicans charge would 
mean a tax increase for at least 
half the people of the country. 
GOP vice presidential candi­ 
date Robert Dole said Carter 
should “ get out of the race” if 
he doesn’t know the median in­ 
come in the United States. 
Carter earlier had proposed 
higher income taxes for Ameri­

Sunday, they learned that the 
scoop, which had been jammed 
a week ago and later fixed by a 
command from earth 232 
million miles away, did not 
dump a load of Martian pebbles 
into an inorganic chemistry test 
chamber 
They planned to reschedule 
this test later after performing 
the organic experiments The 
organic chemistry test checks 
for signs of carbon molecules, 
which are needed to confirm 
life on the red planet

About 70 Santa Ynez Valley 
residents accorded a polite 
reception to A ssem blym an 
G ary H art a t a town hall 
meeting last Thursday night in 
Solvang and his proposal asking 
Gov. Brown to call a special 
session of the legislature to con­ 
sider residential tax reform. 
Prior to the start of the ses­ 
sion in the Veterans Memorial 
Building, H a rt’s assistan ts 
presented petitions in the lobby 
in the form of a letter to the 
gove r nor r e q u e s t i n g the 
special session. Many in the 
audience signed. 


Hart told the audience that he 
receiv es mor e le tte rs on 
property tax reform than any 
other subject. He noted that 23 
tax-related bills have failed in 
Sacramento during the last ses­ 
sion. Hart said he had sup­ 
ported each one but added they 
were lobbied to death and 
pointed out that the homeowner 
does not have a lobby. 


The assemblyman described 
his plan which would place sur­ 
tax on state income tax man­ 
dated for property tax relief 
with county supervisors deter­ 
mining the percentage. Hart 
said he believed this plan would 
provide about $l*k million in 
Santa Barbara to reduce taxes 
on an average of about 30 per 
cent. 


He explained that govern­ 
ment spending for services in 


local schools, counties and 
special districts must be 
limited if taxes are to be 
reduced. He said he would like 
to see local committees es­ 
tablished to study this problem. 
Among the many questions 
asked, Col. Sandy Saunders of 
Santa Ynez Oaks asked Hart if 
he considered it good money 
conservation to have voted for 
two bills costing millions: more 
recreational lands and the 
e d u c a ti o n al t e s t i n g bill, 
amounting to about $400,000. 
Hart replied that the park 
bond issue, Prop. 2, to cost an 
average of $1 per taxpayer, will 
be voted on by the people. His 
bill to require high school 
seniors to pass proficiency tests 
before graduation will amount 
to about $400,000. 
When queried by Tom Con­ 
nors, of Santa Ynez, if he would 
sign Saucedo’s initiative, Hart 
said "yes.” Ray Saucedo is 
H art’s Republican opponent in 
the November election. He 
proposed an initiative placing a 
one per cent limit on property 
taxes instead of the present 25 
per cent of assessed valuation. 
The question of the Jarvis 
Amendment was raised — one 
per cent on all property — and 
Hart said he had signed it but it 
was short of 11.000 signatures 
for placement on the ballt. 
John Wiester . Buellton 
rancher, introduced Hart and 
directed the questioning.

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Western governors prepare 
for federal land showdown 


Survey shows attorneys have 


high regard for federal judges 


TETON VILLAGE. Wyo. 
(UPI) — Western governors to­ 
day prepared for a showdown 
with Interior Secretary Thomas 
Kleppe about the management 
of federal lands within their 
states. 
Most of the chief executives 
attending the Western Gover­ 
nors’ Conference intended to 
demand a greater voice in the 
management of natural re­ 
sources and wildlife on vast 
public lands administered by 
the Bureau of Land Manage­ 
ment, the Forest Service and 
the National Park Service. 


Kleppe was scheduled to ad­ 
dress the governors at this 
northwest Wyoming ski resort 
following a panel discussion on 
federal-state relations. 


“ I have a great deal of 
respect for Tom Kleppe. He’s a 
man who tells it like it is,” said 
Wyoming Gov. Ed Herschler, 
host for the four-day conference 
in the Teton Mountains. But 
Herschler added, “I’m sure he 
will get some flack and he may 
get some from m e.” 


The Wyoming governor said 
he expected most of the 11 
governors present would raise 
questions about more state in­ 
put into decisions affecting 
federal lands — questions about 
energy policy, grazing fees and 
water rights. 


“ The West has a unique 


problem,” 
said Washington 
Gov. Dan Evans. “ A high 
percentage of Western land is 
in public hands and under 
federal control. Yet you can’t 
divide a state into pieces. You 
have to deal with it as a unit.” 
Evans said half his state was 
managed by federal agencies, 
“Yet, policy is often being 
made without the consent or 
even the knowledge of the 
state.” 


But the Washington governor 
said he thought the Interior 
D e p a r tm e n t had fin ally 
realized 
local 
governments 
couldn’t be ignored. 


Utah Gov. Calvin Rampton 
said he disagreed with “the 
basic idea of federal lands in a 


state.” 
“All federal lands should be 
turned over to the state,” he 
said. “But that isn’t likely to 
happen so we must push for a 
greater voice in decision 
making.” 
The conference began Sunday 
night with a Western barbecue. 
The Western conference in­ 
cludes 13 states and two U.S. 
territories. Those attending in­ 
cluded the governors of Alaska, 
American Samoa, Colorado, 
H aw aii, Idaho, N ev a d a , 
Oregon, Utah, Washington, and 
Wyoming. 
Gov. Edmund Brown of 
California, Raul Castro of 
Arizona, Thomas Judge of Mon­ 
tana and Ricardo Bordallo of 
Guam did not attend. 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A 
purvey of attorneys who prac­ 
tice in federal courts indicates 
the lawyers have a generally 
high regard for the perfor­ 
mance of federal judges. 
Answers to questions by the 
Barristers of the Beverly Hills 
Bar Association were given by 
only 10 per cent of the attorneys 
who received questionnaires. 
Responses to one statement, 
“The judge is an outstanding 
member of the federal judicia­ 
ry,” gave combined positive 
marks between 71 and 77 per 
cent to five federal judges — 
Warren Ferguson, William 
Gray, Malcolm Lucas, Matt 


Byrne and Harry Pregerson. 


Five judges were listed 
between 50 and 70 per cent and 
five between 30 and 50 per cent. 
Judges Harry Westover and 
Lawrence Lydick ranked be­ 
tween 20 and 30 per cent, while 
Judge A. Andrew Hauk re­ 
ceived a positive rating of only 
7 per cent. 


Attorneys also ranked Judges 
Lydick, Lucas, Hauk, Irving 
Hill and Manual Real as the 
toughest sentencers in violent 
crimes. Judges Gray, Preger­ 
son, Ferguson and Albert 
Stephens were considered most 
lenient.

Dropping the season opener usually 
doesn’t bring out the best in any fooball 
coach. But you'd never know it talking to 
Lompoc coach Mike Warren, whose 
Braves fell on the short end of a highly 
defensive 18-7 ballgame against the 
Ingelwood Sentinals at Huyck Stadium 
Saturday night. 
“We felt we did an excellent job defen­ 
sively, although I was surprised to see 
that they completed so many (nine) pas­ 
ses against us,” Warren said. 
While both defenses played above par, 
neither offense was able to generate a 
sustained drive throughout the game — 
and it showed up in the scoring. 
The Sentinals’ first score came on the 
first of two costly Braves’ fumbles, both 
by Calvin Boler. Boler fumbled on the 
Lompoc 40-yard line on the Braves’ first 
series of downs. The ball was scooped up 
by the Sentinals’ Paul Roberts, who ran 
it back, almost untouched, to the end 
zone. Rick Aguilar broke through and 
blocked the extra point. 
Lompoc came back in the second 
quarter to score, with the closest 
resemblance to a drive in the ballgame 
as quarterback Steve McMillian piloted 
the Braves, clicking off four of Lompoc’s 
seven first downs in the game. 
A 16-yard touchdown pass to Jerry 
Tolstad capped off the 68-yard drive 
which included a 33-yard run by Boler, 
who accounted for 87 of the Braves’ 129 
yards on the ground. 
The defense took over until the fourth 
quarter, when Ingelwood scored two 
touchdowns within five minutes. 
Sentinal quarterback Earl Scroggins, 
who his coach feels is a “major college 
prospect.” found he couldn’t run up the 
middle against the Braves and took to 
the air. 
Scroggins, on his first series of downs 
in the fourth quarter, connected with his 
favorite target Keith Chappelle on three 
consecutive passes, the last one a 28- 
yard job which found Chappelle, who was 
double covered, deep in the end zone. 
“The play was perfect.” admitted 
Warren. “We had excellent coverage and 
pass rush, it was just an outstanding ef­ 
fort.” 
The Braves, still unable to get the ball 
moving, punted back to Ingelwood. 
Three plays later from Lompoc’s 41 


yard-line, Mike Morton, who is only 5-6, 
broke through the solid Brave line and 
ran past Lompoc’s secondary to the end 
zone 
“That really killed us there,” said 
Warren. “ Three plays m eant the 
ballgame. Our defense was just out there 
too much of the time. 
“The breakdown was on offense, not of 
defense, though,” clarified Warren. 
"They stacked and stunted a great deal 
and our offensive line was just too inex­ 
perienced to cope with it.” 
The Braves soon discovered that they 
couldn't go inside and 80 per cent of Lom­ 
poc’s ground gains came from plays to 
the outside. 
Only fullback Mike Walker managed to 
penetrate the Sentinals’ front four, as his 
37 yards rushing were gained in the 
traditional Lompoc head-down-up-the- 
middle style. 
While Warren admitted his offense left 
something to be desired, he had nothing 
but praise for his defense. 
“Their backs have excellent speed and 
so does their team and I felt we did very 
well in stopping them the way we did.” 
Richard Aguilar, who specializes in 
blocking punts or kicks of any kind and 
then religiously limping off the field, 
personally kept four Ingelwood points off 
the scoreboard. 
Aguilar, last year’s codefensive Player 
of the Year in the Northern League, 
blocked an extra point and a field goal, in 
addition to sacking the quarterback 
twice and teaming up with his brother 
Joe and other Braves three other times. 
Rick also punts Aginst the Sentinals 
he averaged 43.5 yards for six punts. 
Still, Warren was not fully impressed. 
“He had a good game but he can do 
better." 
Warren’s attitude towards his senior 
nose guard's performance is the same he 
has for his entire team as he prepares to 
go against San Marcos next Friday. 
“We didn’t play badly, but we can do 
better.”

A pair of impressive defenses slugged 
it out Friday night as the Cabrillo Conqs 
and Compton Tarbabes opened the ’76 
football season at Huyck Stadium 
Like most defensive battles, the game 
was less than a thriller from the spec­ 
tators’ standpoint, but the Conqs pulled 
enough big plays out of the bag to keep 
their fans happy and to score a 28-12 win. 
Cabrillo’s ground game was pretty 
much nullified by the blazing Compton 
defense And Cabrillo’s blitzing defense 
easily held the unorganized Compton of­ 
fense in check. 
That left the game in the hands of guys 
like Cabrillo’s Ross Langley, who ran 
back the opening kickoff 80 yards up the 
middle of the field 
The big plays did it for the Conqs. 
Besides Langley's romp, Cabrillo got a 
57-yard touchdown bomb from Mark 
Westover to Greg Holt, and some big 
plays from defensive guys like Tom 
Purvis and Jim Filarsky. 
Purvis intercepted two passes, giving 
him four in the last two games (he closed 
out last season with two against Lom­ 
poc), and Filarsky set up two Conq 
touchdowns with a recovered fumble in 
the first quarter and a blocked punt in 
the last 
"I anticipated we’d be able to move 
the ball better against them,” said Conq 
coach Ed Knowles, after checking out 
the game films Sunday. Cabrillo rushed 
for just 93 yards, and had only three runs 
over five yards long 
“Several times we had a guy ready to 
break open on the option, and a Compton 
guy from the offside end, who is so far 
out of the play we don’t even bother to 
block him, would make the tackle from 
behind They have outstanding speed.” 
Knowles will be hitting the Xs and Os 
this week, trying to get the Conq offense 
ready to play a Dos Pueblos team that 
Saturday held Mater Dei to a total of 18 
yards rushing 
When the run bogged down, the Conqs 
were able to take advantage of Comp­ 
ton’s one-on-one pass coverage for a cou­ 
ple long pass plays, including quarter­ 
back Westover’s strike to Holt. 
Holt scored three touchdowns, two on 


The Tarbabes made a comeback with 
two third-quarter TDs. In the second 
half. Derek Avillanoza took over for 
Westover at quarterback. Due to an il­ 
lness, Avillanoza has been able to work 
out only for the past week, and a pair of 
his ill-timed pitchouts led to the two 
Compton scores. 
But the Conqs’ defense stopped both 
two-point conversion attempts to all but 
finish off the visitors 
Compton came into the game a little 
undermanned, having left eight players 
behind, including the starting tailback 
and the starting wide receivers. 
It’s difficult to tell what difference, if 
any, those players would have made. But 
the tailback (he also plays linebacker) 
who stayed home is a 200-pounder with 
lots of speed, who looked scary on film. 
And one of the wide receivers is also the 
regular center on punt plays (remember 
Filarsky's blocked punt).

ATHENS — Harmonious relations 
between Greek and Turk are abnormal 
During the great Cyprus crisis of 1974, it 
seemed likelier than not that war would 
resu lt, a horrible internecine w ar 
destructive of NATO, pjyrrhic in its con­ 
sequences to the two eastern M editerra­ 
nean states whose enduring patrimony 
includes the golden 
age of Pericles, the 
glories of the Ottoman 
E m p ire , 
an d th e 
hatred of one another. 
The worst features 
of the Cyprus crisis 
w ere not th a t the 
T urks invaded the 
island and increased 
substantially their oc­ 
cupation of its greener 
pastures but that it 
was all done as a 
result of an idiotic in­ 
itiative undertaken by the incumbent 
Greek colonel. He paid for it all with his 
post, and in a m atter of weeks the 
republic 
was 
reconstituted under 
Karamanlis; but the aggravation was, 
and continues to be, intolerable to Greek 
pride. 
It was during that period that the 
United States played so useful a role as 
the hate-object of Greek passion — when 
it was widely advertised that the Central 
Intelligence Agency was responsible for 
the military and political misfortunes of 
Greece. This was somewhat difficult to 
maintain, inasmuch as it was also the 
line, and had been for years, of Andre 
Papandreou, the son of George, the 
genial old demagogue of Greek politics. 
Andre went to the University of Califor­ 
nia at Berkeley to teach economics and 
having done his best to make Berkeley 
uninhabitable, repatriated himself to 
Greece and started raising hell more or 
less for fun and profit.

Papandreou lived to fight another day. 
and during his interval in exile tried to 
persuade the world that the colonels 
were taking orders from the CIA. If they 
were, then it became hard to understand 
why the United States would order the 
colonels to move into Cyprus and destroy 
the equilibrium there, antagonizing 
Turkey, upsetting the balance of forces 
in the area, getting our Navy kicked out 
of vital bases in Greece — but the left 
transcends the rigors of logic when pur­ 
suing its objectives: make the world un­ 
safe for America, stimulate discontents 
among non-Communist nations — and 
blame it all on the CIA. or whatever is 
the fashionable American incubus of the 
day. 
Papandreou has once again a leverage 
on events, not because his constituency 
is great, now that he is back in Parlia­ 
ment. But he is the truly irresponsible 
man, anxious to bring Greeks and Turks 
to fighting fury with each other, and now 
he is being furnished by the Turks with a 
provocation. For dozens of years, indeed 
one supposes for generations and cen­ 
turies, the exact boundaries between 
Greece and Turkey in the Aegean Sea 
have been in disoute. 
The Turkish imperialists have dusted 
off the thesis that most of the Greek 
Islands in the Eastern Aegean are, real­ 
ly, nothing more than atolls squatted 
down on the Turkish continental shelf 
which shoves out w estw ard incor­ 
porating one-third to one-half of the 
Aegean Sea 
That claim, made in front of a Greek, 
is akin to challenging his m other’s 
chastity, and his instinct is to reach for 
his musket As I write, the on-duty wing 
of the Greek Parliament meets to deter­ 
mine upon an appropriate response, hav­ 
ing referred the m atter to the Security 
Council, to a Turkish seismic exploration 
ship which is conducting experiments as 
if it were floating over its own territory, 
though it knows very well that it fishes in 
seas proclaimed as Greek by Rand Mc­ 
Nally. 
The Greek government is disposed to 
measure a polite response, notifying the 
Turks that their ship is infringing on 
Greek territory. But enter Papandreou, 
heaving and fuming and talking about 
Hellenistic pride, and doing his level best 
to catapult the incident into the kind of 
impasse that excludes, after a while, 
anything but explosive responses. Leav­ 
ing Papandreou where? Nobody knows 
for sure; but leaving, in the wake of his 
demagoguery, a ravished and humiliated 
country. 
Pericles warned in his great funeral 
oration that the Greeks bring the fatal 
problems on themselves. The challenge 
now is to take the Turkish ship in stride, 
but to give Papandreou a taste of the 
medicine invented by his forefathers: 
ostracism. 


WASHINGTON — The P alestine 
Liberation Organization is raising funds 
in the United States for its guerrilla ac­ 
tivities. On at least one occasion, money 
has been routed through the PLO’s Per­ 
manent Observer post at the United Na­ 
tions. 
The funds collected from PLO sym- 
p a th iz e r s in th is 
country have been 
deposited in a PLO ac­ 
count overseas. The 
account is used to 
finance PLO opera­ 
tions, presumably in­ 
cluding terrorist raids 
and airplane hijack­ 
ings. 
Through several in­ 
termediaries, we have 
obtained proof of the 
c la n d e s tin e PLO 
c o lle c tio n s in th e 
United States. It consists of a thank-you 
note, written in Arabic on the stationery 
of the PLO’s United Nations office. The 
letter is sighed by Jacob El-Oubedi, the 
PLO’s top fundraiser in Beirut, and is ad­ 
dressed to the “ Palestinian Committee 
in the State of Virginia ” 
It relates how the Virginians had 
collected $4,084, which El-Oubedi said 
would go into the “ PLO national chest.” 
El-Oubedi’s code name, by the way, is 
“ Abu Khaled.” 
“ We hope you will continue to work for 
our holy cause and a revolutionary vic­ 
tory,” wrote El-Oubedi He noted that 
the Virginian’s money had been turned 
over to him by the PLO director in New 
York, Zoher Tarazi. 
Tarazi acknowledged that El-Oubedi 
had been in the United States and that a 
fund-raising effort is going on But he in­ 
sisted forcefully: “They are not using 
this channel” for collecting funds 
We pointed out that El-Oubedi’s letter 
was written on the PLO’s United Nations 
stationery Tarazi then recalled that the 
Virginians had delivered the $4,084 check 
to him. and that he had forwarded it to 
El-Oubedi. “ We were just a pigeon 
drop.” he said. 
Although Tarazi admitted the fund 
drive reached into many states, he said 
money for the PLO was scarce. “When I 
think about the billions going to other 
places!!” he exclaimed He alluded to 
the massive fund-raising efforts in 
behalf of Israel. 
Footnote: The PLO is registered with 
the Justice Department as a foreign 
agent, but only for "information ac­ 
tivités,” not fund collecting There is not 
registration for El-Oubedi. 


K ISSIN G E R S 
C R E D IB IL IT Y . 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger is 
held in such low esteem in Saudi Arabia 
that form er American Ambassador 
Jam es E. Akins wrote despairingly from 
Jidda: “ I sometimes wonder how we can 
maintain any influence at all in this 
country, and I strongly suspect we re on 
a deep downward path here .” 
Akins confided his views in secret 
memos and letters, which we have ob­ 
tained. 


K issinger’s 
“ credibility 
in Saudi 
Arabia,” wrote the former ambassador, 
“ is approximately the same as it is in the 
U.S. Senate.” 
In a secret “ memorandum for the 
file,” dated Aug. 28, 1975, he told of a 
private conversation with Saudi Oil 
m inister Ahmed Zaki Yamani. The 
powerful oil minister complained of the 
“games” the U.S. is playing in the Mid­ 
dle East. 
Kissinger's tactics “had long been dis­ 
cussed in Saudi Arabia.” and the Saudis 
had concluded that the United States 
was “ putting all (its) cards on Iran,” 
Yamani told the ambassador. 
“ It was obvious.” Yamani explained, 
“ that the State Department had adopted 
a pro-Iran, anti-Arab line, and he 
wondered if President Ford would fall 
for it. He hoped not.” 
The Saudis had as high an opinion of 
Akins as they had a low opinion of Kis­ 
singer Thus Akins' recent dismissal, he 
wrote, was viewed by the Saudis “as a 
move more against them than against 
me.” 
In a re c e n t le tte r to T re asu ry 
S e c re ta ry W illiam Sim on. 
Akins 
reported “The Saudis intended to take 
up my dismissal when Kissinger was 
here and make a major issue of it I 
asked them, as a personal favor, not to 
do so ” 
But Kissinger misinterpreted their 
failure to react, according to Akins. 
“ Kissinger has concluded that their non- 
reaction shows they got his ‘message’ 
and are frightened ” 


On the contrary, Akins related how the 
Saudis had been deriding Kissinger. 
Because the ambassador had tried to de­ 
fend his boss, two top ministers, Zaki 
Yamani and Isham Nazer, “ have been 
taunting me for the last week,” he 
reported, “ with my past staunch 
vigorous defense of Kissinger. Both of 
them claim they saw through him im­ 
mediately and take great joy in quoting 
verbatim my defense of him and his 
policies ” 
Kissinger also had the mistaken idea, 
according to Akins’ secret letter, that he 
had made a favorable impression upon 
the late King Faisal The Saudis “find it 
hilariously funny,” wrote Akins, “ that 
Kissinger has claimed that it was he 
himself the King came to like and trust.” 
The Saudis liked to kid Akins about 
these m atters. Related the former am ­ 
bassador: "I give them as stony a ‘no 
comment’ as I can manage ” 
Footnote: 
We reached Akins in 
London He confirmed that he had writ­ 
ten secret letters and memos but refused 
to comment on them

Tom Tiede 
A U.S. show 
of no force 


FORT BENJAMIN HARRISON, Ind. 
— (NEA) — The response to the North 
Korean murders of two GIs in Pan- 
munjom has been to return fire with 
rhetoric. We are “shcoked.” We demand 
“reparations.” And we back this up with 
a costly show of force in the form of gun­ 
boats, fighter planes and fist-banging. 
W hom 
a r e 
we 
fooling? Not the North 
K o r e a n s . 
T h ey 
remember the Pueblo, 
even if we do not. The 
d istastefu l fact, as 
Secretary of State Kis­ 
sin g er fo re v e r r e ­ 
minds, is that “ the 
relationship 
between 
military strength and 
politically 
u n u s a b le _______ 
power is the m ost 
complex in history” — 
which means we can 
bark but seldom bite. 
The ships we have sent to frighten 
Pyongyang will not land troops. The 
planes will not drop bombs. Not for two 
dead GI’s, not for the 83 men of the 
Pueblo, not possibly for anything short of 
an attack on American shores. If the 
President did give the order to draw 
blood in revenge, much of the post- 
Vietnam American public would rebel, - 
and under the new laws of Congress the 
legislature would no doubt stop the 
retaliation after a consideration period 
of 30 days. 
Then too, perhaps the com m itted 
troops themselves would bar an aggres­ 
sive response. They also are post- 
Vietnam people, and one supposes they 
would think twice before risking their 
lives in a conflict short of national 
defense. Actually, even the willingness 
of the soldiers to defend the nation is in 
doubt. A recent survey of 1,000 Air Force 
recruits in Texas revealed that 23 per 
cent would not fight if their base were 
under attack, and another 28 per cent 
said they were not sure what they would 
do. Sleep well tonight, America. 
The Air Force survey should not be all 
that surprising. Esprit de corps and 
chauvinism have gone the way of brown 
shoes in the military. In recent years the 
basic pay for recruits has quadrupled, 
the work day has been cut, and living 
conditions have undergone remarkable 
reforms — yet morale is not high. 
The desertion rate per capita’is now as 
bad as it was during the peak war years 
of Vietnam (some 150 soldiers run away 
from service every day). And candid of­ 
ficers say American troop discipline can 
no longer be assumed from day to day. 
And so this is the platform to which our 
show of force in Korea is anchored. And 
the Communists with their axes know 
that our social and political ability to do 
what we say we can do is secured with a 
gossam er chain. If they hacked 10 
troopers to death, or 100, we probably 
are not as a society prepared to retaliate 
even if justified 
Nor could we risk the wrath of 
Pyongyang’s allies, notably the Soviets, 
who are all eight feet tall. This is not the 
1950s and the Russians are no longer se­ 
cond best That nation has twice the ac­ 
tive fighting force as America, perhaps 
25 times the number of reserve troops, 
and one suspects that in a showdown its 
warriors would not be asked by the 
pollsters about their emotional attitudes 
That showdown increasingly worries 
America Jerry Ford assures voters the 
United States can take care of itself, but 
the facts suggest something else. R J 
R um m el, a U niversity of Hawaii 
political scientist, has recently used a 
com puter to determ ine A m erica's 
relative strength, and finds it wanting 
Rummel says that of 49 indicators of the 
U S -U S S R balance of power, the lat­ 
ter nation leads in 41. 
Rummel’s pessimism is not unusual. 
He essentially repeats what former 
Defense Secretary Jam es Schlesinger 
has tried to warn that the Russians out- 
spend the United States on military 
readiness (this year, about $147 billion to 
$110 billion); that they have three times 
the nuclear throw weight and twice the 
deliverable 
megatonnage; that they 
have more planes, more ships and a civil 
defense program that can work 
Few will listen to Rummel, of course. 
Few listened to Schlesinger, and now 
we have Donald Rumsfeld charting our 
defense future The North Koreans must 
be pleased 
The Soviets likew ise. 
Meanwhile, anytime anyone chops up 
our people, or confiscates our property, 
or cuts off the oil, our response will be to 
get tremendously angry, but do absolute­ 
ly nothing 
What else can we do? 
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
